I. Claims 1-15 and 20-25, drawn to a method or computer readable memory 
for analyzing protein backbone structures utilizing rotamers, classified in 
class 702, subclass 27. 

II. Claim 16, drawn to a protein, classified in class 530, subclass 350. 

III. Claims 17-19, drawn to a nucleic acid sequence, a vector, or host cell 
containing same, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1, and class 435, 
subclasses 320.1, 243, and 325. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

The inventions of Groups (I and II) and Group III are independent inventions 
because they are directed to different chemical types regarding the critical limitations 
therein. For Groups I and II the critical feature is a polypeptide and for Group III the 
critical feature is a nucleic acid. It is acknowledged that various processing steps may 
cause a polypeptide of Groups I or II to be directed as to its synthesis by a 
polynucleotide of Groups III, however, the completely separate chemical types of the 
inventions of the nucleic acid versus polypeptide Groups supports the undue search 
burden if both were examined together. Additionally, polynucleotides and polypeptides 
have been most commonly, albeit not always, separately characterized and published in 
the Biochemical literature, thus significantly adding to the search burden if examined 
together as compared to being searched separately. Also, it is pointed out that 
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processing that may connect two Groups does not prevent them from being viewed as 
distinct because enough processing can result in producing any composition from any 
other composition if the processing is not limited as to additions, subtractions, enzyme 
action, etc. Thus, the two Groupings of (I and II) versus Group III are independent 
and/or distinct invention types for restriction purposes. 

The inventions of Group I and Group II are related as process of making and 
product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially 
different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case a polypeptide may 
be made by the distinct processes of cloning and expression of a nucleic acid or by 
chemical synthesis with protein structure defined by a variety of protein folding modeling 
methods as are well known to be present in the prior art. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
